Indianap olis, July 25.—Edwin Bali, 
sergeant of Indianap olis Comp any II, 
Indiana national guard, who shot Wal­ 
ter Dowell, p rivate of Madison Com­ 
p any F, when the latter attem p ted to 
escap e custody on a charge of smug­ 
gling w’hisky into the camp at J>ort 
Benjamin Harrison, was turned over 
to the m ilitary authorities by Judge 
Jam es A. Collins in p olice court. Ser­ 
geant Ball surrendered to the p olice, 
w*ho held him in the city jail until 
Judge Collins decided the question of 
jurisdiction, when Ball was taken, un­ 
der guard, to the national guardsmen’s 
camp . W hether or not he will be tried 
by court-martial for shooting Dowell 
has not been determined. 
Governor Ralston said that he had 
not looked into the law surrounding 
the evidence that has come to light 
with reference to the shooting of Dow­ 
ell. He said that he would immediate­ 
ly investigate the situation, however, 
and in due time would decide as to 
what his future action might be. 
He 
attem p ted several times to get into 
communication with hosp ital authori­ 
ties in charge of Dowell to learn his 
condition. 
Dowell has a fighting chance for life, 
with a bullet hole through his body. 
He is at the St* Vincent’s hosp ital. 
The shooting followed an organized 
effort of Brigadier General McKee, in 
charge of the annual maneuvers at 
Fort Benjamin Harrison, to keep liquor 
out of the camp . 


WOULD PUT A STOP TO IT 


Effort to Suppress Gaming at Terre 


Haute Race Track. 
Terre Haute, Ind., July 
25.—A storm 
has arisen against betting and beer 
selling at the local race track. 
Dr. Paul C. Curnick, p astor ©f the 
First Methodist church, sent a tele­ 
gram to Governor Ralston saying the 
laws are op enly violated. 
He alleges 
p ools are sold, that there is a hierony- 
mous wheel, that liquor is sold op enly 
and asks the governor: 
"Won’t you as 
chief executive officer of the great 
state of Indiana, call on Sheriff Shea 
to p ut a stop to this flagrant and 
brazen violation of the statutes of the 
commonwealth ?” 


Followed Old Custom. 
Some of the local news p ap ers de­ 
nounce conditions at the track. 
The 
p resident of the board of safety says 
Chief Fasig was instructed to stop the 
gambling. For a quarter of a century 
betting on races, wheels and games of 
chance and two big bars under the 
grandstand, the barsmaving no license, 
have been taken as a m atter of course 
in Terre Haute, as are the Sunday 
theaters and gambling in back rooms 
of cigar stores. 
The betting p rivilege, the wheels 
and the bars bring much money to the 
association. The latter always includ­ 
ed in its membership the best men in 
the city’s business and social life* One 
resident who a p rivilege holder said 
"could 
give a 
gambler cards and 
sp ades in malting and enforcing a con­ 
tract foe p rivileges,” is a p ublic advo­ 
cate of the city beautiful. 
With this 
class of%mcn at the head of the asso­ 
ciation. the authorities and the p ublic 
generally herdtated to raise objection 
to conditions at the race meetings. 
Therefore the p resent unexp ected out­ 
break is inexp licable. 
Ghief of Police Fasig declines to talk 
about The order from the board of safe­ 
ty to stop the gambling. 


The Governor Means Business.

El Paso, Ju ly 25 .—Federal troops 
from Chihu ahu a hav e ju st arriv ed at 
Ju arez, remov ing all possibility of a 
su ccessfu l attack u pon the town by 
rebels, and with the railroad opened, 
relief trains were sent to Chihu ahu a 
with food and su pplies for the famine- 
stricken state capital. 
Not only will 
the reinforcements make Ju arez im­ 
preg nable, bu t it is annou nced that 
Ju arez will be u sed as a base for oper­ 
ating ag ainst the rebels and that Or­ 
teg a and his 700 men at Gu adalu pe, 
40 miles west of Ju arez, are to be at­ 
tacked at once. The troops arriv ed in 
Ju arez in fou r trains u nder command 
of Alberto Terrazas, former g ov ernor 
of Chihu ahu a, who has six machine 
g u ns with him. When asked what he 
thou g ht of the decision of President 
Wilson to prohibit ex portation of arms 
or ammu nition to any faction in Mex ­ 
ico, he said; “We want arms now to 
pu t down the bandits. The rebels are 
whipped. 
If the United States ham­ 
pers u s in g etting arms and ammu ni­ 
tion to u se ag ainst the bandits we will 
lie u nable to g iv e the proper protec­ 
tion to foreig ners and ou r own peo­ 
ple.” 
Gov ernor Mercado teleg raphed the 
federal military au thorities in Ju arez 
that there are no rebels nor bandits 
in the Madera district, bu t that he 
wou ld send ou t a force of men to pro­ 
tect Americans at Madera. 
His tele­ 
g ram said that Pascu al Orozco had ar­ 
riv ed from Torreon with 2,200 men. 
Some of Orozco’s men came in with 
Terrazas to Ju arez. 
Terrazas’s own 
company of 300 v olu nteers is called 
“The Millionaire Military company ,” 
in Chihu ahu a, as it is composed of a 
nu mber of wealthy y ou ng men from 
the state capital. 
Terrazas will bu y 
$100,000 worth of su pplies in El Paso 
to be sent to Chihu ahu a for the bu si­ 
ness hou ses, w'hich hav e completely 
ex hau sted their su pply of food and 
clothing du ring the sieg e. 
Secretary of War Garrison, Chief of 
Staff Leonard Wood and Qu artermas­ 
ter General Ay leshire. after looking 
ov er the border patrol camps near El 
Paso, left for Fort Hu aachu ca and 
other Arizona border points. Both in­ 
qu ired mu ch abou t Mex ican conditions 
bu t declined to make any ex pression 
u pon Mex ico or Mex ican affairs. Gen­ 
eral Wood declared this cou ntry wou ld 
need 600,000 soldiers to g o into a wrar 
with a first-rate power. “Yet w*e hav e 
only 15 0,000 now', inclu ding reg u lars 
and militia,” he said.

Case of Beleag ured Americans 


Not Hop eless. 


Washing ton, Ju ly 25 . — Reg arding 
the safety of the Americans and their 
families w ho hav e been v irtu ally u nder 
sieg e at Madera, Mex ico, reassu ring 
dispatches hav e been receiv ed by the 
state department. This news indicates 
that the Americans are now on their 
way from Madera to the border. The 
officials of the Madera Lu mber com­ 
pany . of w’hich the men in the party 
are employ es, hav e informed the de­ 
partment that they believ e there is .ic 
condition warranting g reat alarm con­ 
cerning the Americans. 
Railroad offi­ 
cials hav e placed at their disposal a 
nu mber of box caVs and a locomotiv e, 
besides a power handcar. 
The rail­ 
road from Madera is u nder operation 
for sev eral miles to the north, leav ing 
only forty miles to be cov ered by the 
refu g ees on foot or by other conv ey ­ 
ance on their way to the border. Be­ 
sides the fifteen Americans there are 
a nu mber of Mex ican employ es of the 
company at Madera who are w illing to 
help the Americans ou t of their dan­ 
g er. General Villa, the constitu tional 
leader, is willing to assist in the res­ 
cu e of the Americans, it is said.

SMALLPOX MILD 


It Becomes Harmless as Chick* 


enp ox, it Is Declared . 


PREVENTS PUS INFECTION. 


Sir Almro th E. Wrig ht, the Grea t Eng - 
‘ lish Phy sicia n, Disco v ers New Meth­ 
o d o f Trea tment— Anti-strepto co ccic 
a nd Anti-sta phy lo co ccic Va ccines Are 
Injected In Ea rly Sta g es o f Disea se. 


Sir Almroth E. Wrig ht, the Eng lish 
phy sician who added to the brilliant 
medical achiev ements of recent y ears 
the discov ery of the v alu e of anti­ 
ty phoid v accination, has made known 
another discov ery cf g reat importance 
in connection with the treatment of 
smallpox . 
By this improv ement iu 
treatment the disease, it is annou nced, 
becomes almost as harmless as chiek- 
enpox . 
The details of the treatment are 
made known in this letter, written by 
a London phy sician to the editor of 
American Medicine: 
“I am permitted by Sir Almroth E. 
Wrig ht to repeat some facts he g av e 
me in a recent conv ersation. 
lie has 
recently receiv ed infownation to the 
effect that the injection of anti-strep­ 
tococcic and anti-staphy fococcic v ac­ 
cines in the early stag es of smallpox 
prev ents 
the 
later 
pu s 
infections, 
which are the real cau ses of death. 
Indeed, the cases thu s treated are so 
mild, ev en in those w ho hav e not ac­ 
qu ired the slig htest immu nity ag ainst 
smallpox by Jennerian v accine, that it 
is scarcely recog nized a,s smallpox . 
Freed of its coincident pu s infections, 
it mig ht almost be called as benig n a 
disease as cbickeu pox , so slig ht is the 
su ffering and so few are the deaths. 
Oppo sitio n to Va ccina tio n. 
“He say s that if this means of treat­ 
ment had been known in Jenner’s time 
the opposition to v accination on the 
part of the medical profession mig ht 
h£ Ve prev ented thè adoption of the 
sy stem of immu nizing by a modified 
smallpox or v accine. 
Smallpox mig ht 
now be considered a cu rable disease, 
with no after effects and possible of 
complete elimination. 
Moreov er, if an 
infant is first g iv en a proper dose of 
the two v accines, anti-streptococcic 
and anti-staphy lococcic, and then g iv ­ 
en a Jennerian v accination the latter 
is entirely free of any sig ns of inflam­ 
mation and g iv es no discomfort or at 
least a neg lig ible one. 
“Finally , if calv es are first immu niz­ 
ed in tills way ag ainst the staphy lo­ 
coccu s py og enes au reu s and the strep­ 
tococcu s they do not dev elop any sig ns 
of inflammation arou nd the v accinia 
v esicles, which. I u nderstand, will dry 
u p in the serou s stag e and not g o to 
to the produ ction of pu s. Su ch ly mph 
is practically free of pu s org anisms. 
“Perhaps all these facts hav e been 
reported in America, bu t In case they 
hav e not I hasten to send the news in 
order that the matter may be tried ou t 
and, if prov ed correct, be pu t to prac­ 
tical u se at once. 
Ca uses Skin Rea ctio n. 
“It has long been known that v ac­ 
cine which has been heated will cau se 
a skin reaction, bu t the ex periments of 
Von Pirqu et and others now show that 
a sterile Jennerian v accine will cau se 
a skin reaction only in those already 
immu nized to v accinia, and this reac­ 
tion may be mistaken for a su ccessfu l 
v accination or ‘take.’ 
“It has also been fou nd that If an 
u nprotected person is v accinated ev ery 
day for eig ht day s the sev eral inocu la­ 
tions are prog ressiv ely more rapid in 
dev eloping and all matu re at the same 
time. The sig nificance of this phenom­ 
enon is not qu ite clear u nless It indi­ 
cates a neg ativ e phase du ring w'hich 
the sy stem opposes less and less re­ 
sistance to the inv ading org anism of 
v accinia. 
“As a side thou g ht it was su g g ested 
that when calv es are first immu nized 
ag ainst pu s, the v accinia su bsequ ently 
g iv en to them produ ces no discov era­ 
ble su ffering and so little inconv en­ 
ience that the an ti-*4 v i section cranks 
hav e positiv ely nothing to complain 
of.”

against the city it is

the 
entire city and the taxp ayer foots 
the bill.” * 
The editor of the Jacksonian, if 
he is any lawyer at all, mu st know 
that neither the insu rance compan­ 
ies or the people 
who 
su ffered 
a 
p roperty loss can get recou rse from 
the city u nder the laws of Indiana. 
The su preme cou rt has held, accord­ 
ing to a nu mber of Ru shville lawyers 
who are well acqu ainted with 
the 
best practices, that a city or cou nty 
is not liable for the negligence of its 
employes. 
As to the other charge that the in­ 
su rance companies are looking for an 
opportu nity to raise the rates, it is 
as far-fetched, if not more s<f, than 
the first. 
Insu rance companies con­ 
du ct their own 
investigations 
and 
do not take the report or word 
of 
any person or newspaper, according 
to 
their agents. 
They 
investigate 
every fire, 
no 
matter 
what 
the 
cau se may be. 
If not a word in re­ 
gard to the cau se 
of 
the 
Su nday 
morning fire had been mentioned in 
the newspapers, an insu rance inves­ 
tigator wou ld not have been in Ru sh- 
ville long u ntil he wou ld have heard 
the story of no fire pressu re, 
lie 
wou ld have been told, as every p er­ 
son present knew, that the fire cou u l 
have been extingu ished with small 
loss had the fire pressu re been on. 
The Jacksonian sa ys: “Mr. Brown 
said that he had been in the mu nici­ 
pal plant for seventeen years 
and 
had pu mped water for almost every 
fire in that time and on several occa­ 
sions the reservoir had been dry for 
variou s reasons, bu t never bad a fire 
and dry reservoir occu rred at the 
same time. 
This was vou ched for by 
other employes and people who live 
near the plant.” 
That may all be very tru e, hu t that 
was not the statu s of the case. Ac­ 
cording to the records of the plant 
— and the Jacksonian su rely will not 
attempt to refu te them— there was 
seven and a half feet of water in the 
reservoir 
at 
midnight 
Satu rday, 
two hou rs and a half before the fire* 
and that the water in the reservoir 
increased two and a half feet du ring 
the next twelve hou rs, which 
was 
du ring the fire. 
So the reservoir was 
not dry. 
We are assu red absolu tely that fire 
pressu re caln 
he 
maintained wi|h 
seven and a half feet of water in the 
reservoir. 
Then why was there not 
fire pressu re du ring the fire?

Brown says becau se Mayor 
Black 
had said the engines wou ld take care 
of all fires and that he didn’t know

before statements were made.

very disadvantageou s. 
Whenever there is any amu sement 
enterprise of any sort in Ru sliville 
du ring the cold months of the year, 
a chu rch has to be pressed into ser­ 
vice. 
The chu rches are not adapted 
for su ch enterprises. 
Althou gh they 
serve the pu rpose in some instances, 
there are others in which they do not.

Ceitain small sections are adapted 
to this crop, bu t the state as a whole 
is not adapted to the growing of this' 
vegetable on a field scale. All farmers 
are interested in growing a su fficient 
amou nt for home u se and possibly in 
some instances a small qu antity to 
su pply the local demand. 
The* im­ 
portant considerations in 
growing 
potatoes are the secu ring 
of good 
seed, proper soil condition, cu ltiva­ 
tion and insect and disease control. 
For the early 
crop 
Bevee 
and 
Irish Cobbler are desirable, and for 
the later or main crop New 
Late 
V\ bite, Ru ral New Yorker, 
Carman 
No. 3, and Sir Walter Raleigh 
are 
well adapted. Smooth, mediu m sized, 
well formed tu ers, free from scab, 
shou ld 
be 
selected 
for 
planting. 
These are cu t u su ally into 
two 
or 
three pieces with two or three eyes 
to each piece. 
One piece is planted 
in each hill fou r inches below 
the 
su rface arid ip rows three feet apart, 
with the hills 18 to 20 inches ap art 
in a row. 
Ju st before cu tting, treat 
the*seed for scab by soaking the tu ­ 
bers in a formalin solu tion (1 lh. 40 
per cent formalin to 30 gals, water) 
for two hou rs. 
This will destroy ail 
the scab present on the tu bers. 
The best soil for potatoes when 
qu ality and yield are considered is a 
rather rich retentive sandy loam that 
does not pack easily. 
Other types 
of soil may he u sed with fair su c­ 
cess for produ cing a home su pply if 
the above soil is not available. 
Good cu ltivation is a very im­ 
portant item if large yields are to be 
secu red. 
On the average, from 5 to 
t cu ltivations have proven very sa t­ 
isfactory, these being 
given 
every 
seven to ten days 
u ntil 
the 
vines 
over the grou nd. 
Level cu ltivation 
shou ld be practiced, the same given 
by a cu ltivator having several small 
teeth. 
Mu lching with 
straw 
has 
proven su ccessfu l in some cases bu t 
as a ru le is not generally a desirable 
practice. 
1 he potato beetle is themost seri­ 
ou s insect pest of this crop and i- 
controlled by 
arenate 
of 
lead- 2 
pou nds to 50 gallons of water at the 
hatching period. 
The blight is con­ 
trolled by applying 
Bordeau x 
mix­ 
tu re (4-4-.>0 from two to fou r times 
throu ghou t the season.”

Of these the for­ 
mer seems to be the more trou ble­ 
some, perhaps owing to the fact that 
it bu ilds its nest in the wajls or the 
floors of bu ildings while the black 
ant’s nest 
ismost commonly fou nd 
ou t of doors u nder stones or small 
boards. 
The life history of these 
¡two species is identical and p racti­ 
cally the same methods of 
control 
hold for each. 
The life history of 
the ant, starting with the adu lt may 
{be briefly 
su mmarized as follows: 
I First, the egg laid by the qu een ant. 
j The eggs are qu ite minu te and as a 
¡ru le are laid in masses of varying 
nu mber. 
Second is the 
larval or 
j “gru b” stage. 
The gru bs are mu ch 
like fly “maggots” hu t differ from 
these in having a distinct head and 
well formed mou th parts. 
Third 
is 
the resting or pu pal stage. 
The lar­ 
vae bu ild tou gh elliptical silken cases 
and in these u ndergo radical trans­ 
formation, 
finally 
emerging as the 
adu lts. It is the pu pa cases that are 
so commonly mistaken for the eggs 
when one stirs u p a 
nest. 
Finally 
from the pu pa 
cases 
the adu lts 
emerge. 
Of these 
there are three 
classes, males, females or qu eens and 
the workers. 
The winged males and 
females are produ ced 
du ring the 
su mmer and early fall and soon after 
emergence take a nu ptial flight simi­ 
lar to th^ honey-bee. 
After the fer­ 
tilization of the females 
and the 
HmTis* (lie'ktid the females or qu eens 
tear off their wings and start new 
colonies. 
The red and black hou se ants are 
qu ite fond of a large variety of food 
stu ff and the first essential in getting 
rid of ants is to keep 
all articles of 
food in tight containers. 
Absolu te 


deanliness is essential in combat­ 
ing these pests and grains of su gar 
>r cru mbs of bread or other u nno- 
ieeable bits of food often form an 
ittraction for the 
ants. 
Shou ld 
hese insects become very trou ble- 
oine, permanent relief can he afford- 
d by locating the nest by watching 
where the workers go and then in- 
ecting several ou nces of carbon bi­ 
su lphide into it, and plu gging u p the 
ntrance. 
(CAUTION— Carbon bi­ 
su lphide forms a very inflammable 
gas, and fire mu st not be brou ght 
dose to it.) 
This will kill the qu een 
md workers present and the nest will 
oon die ou t. 
However, the nests 
ire often hard to find and this is 
>articu larly tru e of those of the red 
int. Where the insects are in an ice 
)ox, this shou ld be set off the floor 
with the legs resting in small pans of 
>il. 
Cru de or cheap machine oil is 
rood. 
Care mu st be taken so that 


10 p art of tiie legs tou ch the sides of 
he pan and no p art of the box mu st 
ou ch the wall, to afford a bridge. 
When the ants seem to he scattered 
promiscu ou sly throu ghou t the kitch­ 


en or pantry, sponges soaked in a 
;weetened solu tion may be left lying 


ibou t and whenever the ants have 


gathered on it the sponge shou ld be 


Iropped into a bu cket of boiling wa- 


er. 
Persistence in killing these in­ 


jects in this manner often discou - 
*ags them and they will tu rn else­ 


where to seek their food.

CHINESE REBELLION 


BEING HELD UNDER 


Gov e rnme nt Troops Have Con­ 


trol of Situa tion. 


Washing ton, July 25. — In opposing 
the attacks of the revolutionist forces 
of the sodthern party , g overnment 
troops in China are meeting with suc­ 
cess, according to state department 
advices. 
The g overnment troops still 
hold the arsenal at Shang hai, attacked 
several times by rebels during the last 
two day s. 
The entire navy has remained loy al. 
The fact that Yuan Shih Kai is able to 
pay the money in the naval service 
reg ularly is reg arded as an important 
factor in their adhesion to the g overn­ 
ment. 
At Canton the merchants are 
opposing the rebellion. 
An uprising is feared at Hankow, 
where the majority of the people are 
said to he in sy mpathy with the south­ 
ern party . 
The vice president of the 
republic, General TJ. is at Hankow, 
however, and he has reported that he 
can control the situation. 
Yuan Shih 
Kai has issued a proclamation de­ 
nouncing Huang Sidg . Chen Ghi Wei 
and Po Wen Wei, revolutionist lead 
ers. He offers a money reward and a 
pardon to any of their followers who 
will kill them. 
Chinese trcops were defeated by 
Mong ols in an 
eng ag ement ninety 
miles north of Kalg an, according to 
state department advices. 
The navy department has instructed 
Admiral Nicholson, commanding the 
Asiatic sq uadron, to use his discretion 
in landing marines and bluejackets to 
protect Americans near the scene pf 
the fig hting . 


REAPPEARANCE OF TURKEY 


A Ne w Note of Ala rm Ra is e d in the 
Tro ubled Ba lk a ns . 
London, July 25.—Just when the sit 
uation in the Balkans seemed to be 
taking a more favorable turn. Bulg aria 
having recog nized the fact of her de­ 
feat and being willing to neg otiate for 
peace, a new situation was caused oy 
the reappearance of Turkey on the 
scene, and the whole affair has now 
taken a most serious aspect. 
A feel­ 
ing -approaching consternation 
was 
caused by a report that the Turks 
were advancing to Philippopojis. and 
it is understood that King Ferdinand 
of Bulg aria has asked for the interven­ 
tion of the ¡lowers. 
Kurdish cavalry iny aded Old Bulg a­ 
ria and occupied Jamboli, sacking it 
and other towns and villag es. 
The 
Bulg arian leg ation in London has of­ 
ficial information that Jhe Turks pene­ 
trated Bulg arian territory in the direc­ 
tion of Nizilag ach and occupied the 
villag es 
of 
Vakovo, 
Constantineve, 
Boujak and Dervent. 
The first two 
were burned. 
The cavalry occupied 
Karag oha and also the Gavjilove val­ 
ley . 
Panic prevails among the popu­ 
lation.

MICHIGAN FACES 
RIOT SITUATION

Lansing , Mich., July 25.—Tonig ht 
every available man in the Michig an 
national g uard will bivouac in the 
copper country , where the striking 
miners are now raising a disturbance. 
Brig adier General Abbey say s that the 
mission of the national g uard will be 
to preserve order and not to incite fur­ 
ther riots. 
There will be no useless 
show of streng th, but the men will 
have orders to protect life and prop­ 
erty . 
Althoug h the fuTl streng th of the 
state militia is 2,400 men, it is not ex ­ 
pected that more than 2,200 wTill an­ 
swer the sudden call to arms, as a few 
are away on vácations. The two Lan­ 
sing batteries of field artillery took 
along six of the new field pieces and 
100 head of horses. 
All the officers 
and men are armed with big revolvers 
and several thousand rounds of am­ 
munition. 
Adjutant General Vander- 
cook wired to Sheriff Bay ers of Houg h­ 
ton county for a reliable report of con­ 
ditions, and in a messag e the sheriff 
said that to protect life and property 
troops should be sent at once. 
He 
say s ten deputy sheriffs are in the 
hospital and that others have been in­ 
timidated by the strikers and are 
turning in their badg es and q uitting . 
Bay ers is a g reat friend of the miners 
and this report is g iven much cred­ 
ence. 
This is the first time that the mili­ 
tiamen have been called out for strike 
duty since the labor troubles in the 
Grand Trunk y ards in 1909. 
Stamp 
mills as well as mines are now shut 
down in the copper district because of 
the miners’ strike. The tie-up is com­ 
plete, with the ex ception of the smel­ 
ters, some of which have enoug h min­ 
eral on hand to operate for a week or 
more. 
Disreg arding orders of the Western 
Federation of Miners ag ainst violence, 
many of the 15,000 striking miners of 
the copper belt created enoug h dis­ 
turbances to result in the ordering out 
of troops. 
There were no concerted 
attacks on mine property or persons 
about the mines, but several persons 
were injured in sporadic brawls. 
So 
menacing did the situation appear to 
Sheriff Crune that he asked Governor 
Ferris for militia. 
The g overnor was 
at first inclined to think the sheriff 
was unduly alarmed. 
Later reports, 
however, convinced the g overnor that 
armed help was needed and he or­ 
dered Adjutant General Vandercook to 
rush soldiers to the strike zone. 
While there were several outbreaks 
in various parts of the mining coun­ 
try , the chief disturbance that set the 
troops in motion was an assault on 
•the deputy sheriffs stationed at the 
mines of the Calumet and Hecla com­ 
pany to protect property . 
About 300 
strikers marched to the shaft and 
stripped the deputies of stars. 
The 
victorious strikers, meeting with little 
opposition, proceeded to the Hecla 
branch mine and divested the deputies 
of their insig nia of authority . 
The 
strikers then surrounded all the sur­ 
face plants of the Calumet and Hecla 
company and forced suspension of 
aux iliary operations in these plants. 


AN OUTBREAK AT SI NG SI NG 


It Ma y Come Any Time a nd Militia 


Are Re a dy For Eme rge nc y . 
Ossining , N. Y., July 25.—Two hun­ 
dred and fifty men in Sing Sing prison 
spent the day in their cells y esterday 
because Ward eh Clancy , the newr head 
of the prison, had received word that 
there wrould be a fire in the knitting 
shop if the convicts employ ed there 
were put to wrork. One hundred first­ 
time men. mostly East Side repeaters 
and g ang sters, who worked in the 
shops, struck and were locked in their 
shop all day . 
Convicts set a fire in 
the clothing shop, and another fire in 
¿he 
knitting 
shop 
wasn’t 
set, 
as 
planned, only because Warden Clancy 
had been tipped off about it. 
The 
people of 
Ossining 
g ot 
so 
werked up over the prison disturb­ 
ances that tljey asked Sheriff Doy le to 
call out the militia. ‘We folks in this 
town 
wrant 
protection,” 
they 
said. 
“There’s no telling when this thing 
will g et bey ond the keepers. 
Get 
ready to help us. ’ 
Sheriff Doy le notified the captains 
of Company F and the Yonkers com­ 
pany of the national g uard to hold 
their men in readiness to answ*er a riot 
call to Sing Sing . 


A Sa d Le s s to Le tte rs .
